We (Irish) are too much in the habit of 
postponement. ‘lhe time is come to prepare for the next par- 
liamentary campaign. It is time that the people of Ireland 
should bestir themselves once again, but peaceably and legal- 
ly, to show their abhorrence of the tithe system. 

My object, my dear Sir, is to establish a principle, without 
which there can be no perfect or even rational liberty of con- 
science. It is, that every denomination of Christians should 
support their own spiritual instructors. 

Taken negatively, that no one Christian should be compelled 
to maintain the spiritual guide of another. 

This is ovr principle—ouR GREAT PRINCIPLE. It is amus- 
ing to contrast the simplicity and fairness of this principle with 
the foolish and furious ravings of the Beresfords, and the Mar- 
tins. and the rest of that ignobte-and dishonest gang, whose 
yellings resemble the screams of the carrion crows when driv 
en off from devouring the carcase of the slaughtered lamb. 

1 cannot conclude without congratulating you on the steadi- 
ness and good sense displayed by the popular party in Ireland.

bill diminishes us value (hear) and are there wanting two score of

‘This could nothave happened 
but ivr the paper money. Besides, if a man has a property of 10,0001.

lias a mortgage of 5,0001. if it was sold it wonld not bring two ! though 
no change has taken place in the real value. —W hat causes Sumners 
wheat to be sold 17s. a barrel, and not 50s. and 60s. as it used to be! 
Because there is not so much paper money afloat. General Jackson 
drew on the American banks—I do not now speak ag a parttzan of 
General Jackson, though God knows Lam his pactizan, and the banks 
of England and Ireland are obliged to draw in their paper. Ought 
this, | ask you, to continue? Ought the affairs of this country be so 
mauaged that a movement in America, at the other side of the world, 
should so materially affect our affairs! (Hear, hear, hear.) ‘I'hat 
cught to be got rid of. People huzza for war, and say—‘‘ Oh! yes; 
let us have war, by all means; we will have contracts for provisions, 
for pork, and every thing else ;”” but how are you to pay for it ? (Hear, 
hear, hear.) When people can have credit, they often buy thingy 
that they can do without. “Oh! we will pay for it,” and so they 
are not obliged to pay for it at once they don’t care. ‘There is no- 
thing so common in London as to give things on credit, for which, if 
he be a true London shopkeeper, he will pay for withinterest. People 
then ery eut— Oh! that will come by-and-by-—-we’'ll leave it to 
ehance—it may never be paid.” But it would be another thing if the 
tax-gatherer weut about and said to you, “ We want to go to war, 
and here give me so much money? “ Oh! no; I don’t want to go 
to war.” (Loud Jaughter.) I'm for peace---the scriptures, sure, en- 
join peace. (Laughter.) If this was done, there would not be such 
acry out for ‘ war.’ When they are over, the debt must be paid, 
and taxes must be collected; those taxes produce poverty amongs: 
every body but those who live out of them. (Cheers.) In the reign 
of James II. taxes in England and Wales came to not more than 
1,200,0001. a year, and the poor rates to 160,0001. Now, the taxes 
collected, and the poor rates paid in Lancashire, amounted to more 
than thatsum. Alter William the Deliverer aprung from the dykes 
of Holland, 1,600.000!. were paid in poor rates, and 300,0001. in taxes, 
at present 52,000,0001. were paid in taxes, and 4,700,001. in poor 
rates, which makes the amount of poor rates less in proportion to 
the texes with the time of James IT. that Popish fellow. (Laughter ) 


The taxes upon beer alone now amount to the same as the pocr rate, 
while in his reign there was no tax on beer at all. Then look to Ame- 
rica. By a report of a committee to inquire into the state of Penn- 
sylvania, it appeared that numbers of the farmers had been ruined 
by paper money ; in America those farmers possessed over 200 acres 
of land, with farm houses, homestead, barns, and everything neces- 
sary to render them comfortable. By the report of that committee 
it appeared that numbers of them had been absolutely pauperised. 
If any persoo had told me, when Iwas living in Pennsylvania, and 
enjoying their proverbial hospitality, which knows no bounds, taat 
any of the farmers there would be pauperised, I would have thought 
that he was either insane, or meant to insult my understanding ; yet 
it was sp. ‘Those farmers who. lived in the neighborhood of banks 
began to think, from the facility of getting credit, of marrying their 
daughters better, and of setting their sons up in business, wio pro- 
bably ought not to be set up at all; and the consequence was that 
tke bankers came down and seized upon their estates, and those per- 
sons should have starved only for the resources against poverty in 
America. If that was its effect in a country like America,, what 
must it not have been insuch a country as this? [Hear, hear,. and 
cheers ] And all this has been caused by---paper money! If ap- 
peared by the evidence of Elmore, who was well known as one of 
the best farmers-in England, that in the parish in which he lived 
every farmer used, thirty years ago, to brew his own ale, while there 
was-now but one who did so. That was brought before a borough- 
mongering parliament, and there was then no man in the House of 
Comimons to says“ Stop, then ; inquire what is the cause of that?’ 

No, gentlemen, there was not one who did so. In the parish of Brew, 
in Sussex, it appeared froin the overseer’s book that forty or fifty of 
the laborers in that parish were owners at one time of the places in 
which they worked. Such were the effects of paper money. Mr. 
Cobbett here alluded to Lord Brougham’s poor law amendment bill, 
which he said wanted to reduce the English laborers to the state of 
the Lrish, who lived on-butter, milk, and potatoes. (Hear, hear. hear. ] 
How, he asked, are the people to be mado to pay the taxes ? Things 
cannot go on as they are at present. W ell, you cannot raise the 
rpice: of wheat; you cannot do that to acertainty. Well yeu abolish 
sinecures! Sinecures!---they are vested rights. [ Laughter. ] Well 
pensions ? Pensions to lords, jadiese--oh! shocking nonsense ! { Laugh- 
ter. | Well the peasions to reward Ambassadors. [ Hear, hear. ] Will 
you reduce those? What! rob men who have grown grey In the 


ntry---who had done the state such service in fo- 
reign countries by their diplomacy. Oh! no you can’t touch that! 
« Well, gentlemen, will you redyce your own salaries? * Reduce 
our salaries! why you can’t expect people to work: for nothing. You 
may get people to do it for less, butthey woutdo it properly. ; You 
may geta blacksmith to pull out a tooth for six-pence, but you I] not 
have itdone as genteenly as if you paid youn half aguinea.” Well 
will you reduce the army, with its four hundred and fifty generals, 
er the navy with its four hundred and fifty admirals?" I believe 
about ten admirals to every ship. What would you not pay those 
that fought and bled fontheir country at the battle of Waterloo—not 
pay them thenr after the battle of Waterloo! (Laughter) Well, 
will you reduce the fund holder? kde notthink the nation will 
stand by and see that done; what are they then todo? Why then 
awill you endeavor to make the bauk. notes a legal tender? After 
speaking for a few minutes more upon the probable aots of Govern- 
ynent, in the dilemmain which they were evidently placed, Mr.. 
Cobbetr concluded by saying, that- what ever determination the 
audience might. come to, he had already determined thatihe hadinev- 
er beon treated with more courtsery, or listenedito with. greater res 
pect. (Loud cheers, during which Mn:.€. Withdrew..)

STATISTICS AT TIMS'S. 

Two Reverend clergymen, Mix. Mantin aad Mr. Boyton, are 
rivalling each other in their statistical exercises at Tims’s. fo 
the performance of ene it may be said that the science is exhi- 
piled on stilts—in the other it is absolutely run mad. Take the 


following example: ’ 

He (Mr. Boyton) had made a ca’eulation e° fifteen returns, taken 
from many of the most Catholie counties in lreland. Tn these it has 
proved that-a space of about 800,000 acres, the Catholics paid about 
$a to the clergyman. Now, supposing these three hundred thou- 
sand acres. including water, rods, barren land, and mountain, as 
well as arable—which was the mest unfavorable ease to his calcula- 
tion—of such there were about 20,000,000 in the whole superficies of 
Ireland, consequently 300,000 was about the 1-66th of the whole, 
and therefore out of the half million which was paid to the clergy 
annually, tho Roman Cathalic.paid 5.8081. less than.six thousand 

ounds. (Hear, hear, andicheers.) He (Mr. Boyton) wished to 
off against this the collection made every Sunday in the parish 
Bitches for the Roman Catholie poor; if there were about 15500 of 
these, and that each collected about Is, Sd. per Sunday, it would 
sore than discharge the debt due by the Protestant Church; te: the

_ There's calculating for you! First it is decided, in a pre- 
vious part of the speech, that no Catholic is subject to tithe, if 
the property ou which he lives be possessed in fee by a Protes- 
tant. No matter whether his lease be for ever, or a term of 
years, he has no interest in the abolition of tithes,because they 
belong to a Protestant. We ourselves have practical knowledge 
of the nature and operation of this impost to a small way. 'The 
Fates have given us some few acres which, unhappily, are not 
tithe free. And what does our calculator suppose the charge 
to be per acre? He will say, probably, one shilling, or two 
shillings, or three shilling and sixpence. We assure the worthy 
gentleman it is five shillings. Now we hold the acres ona lease 
of lives, and, according to our antiquated mode of reckoning, 
an abolition of tithes would add to the value of our holding jive 
shillings an acre tor three lives,which we believe to be as sound 
as any inthe land. 1n this we are all wrong, says Mr. Boyton. 
for the fee isin a Protestant. ‘The property is Protestant— 
tithe #s a burden on property—ergo the Catholic has no interest 
in the abolition of tithes, notwithstanding anything to the 
contrary that may be shown by an annual payment of five shil- 
lings an acre out of his pocket, and his alone! 

This is one thing which Mr. Boyton has made quite clear to 
the logicians at Tims’s. Another is, that even where the 
estate is a Catholic’s, the burden is utterly insignificant. Our 
economist finds that amongst three hundred thousand acres, 
situated in ** the most Catholic counties in Ireland,” the tithe 
burden affecting Catholic fee simple property does not exceed 
£88. ‘his being the case, he says it is only a sum in com- 
mon division or multiplication to find out the gross tithe burden 
effecting Catholic estates in all Ireland. There are in all lre- 
that Kenmare, and Power of Gurteen, and Bryan of khil- 
land, it seems, twenty millions of acres. Into that amount 
300,000 goes so many times. Then, to find out what is the 
aggregate tithe burden of Ireland, we have only to multiply 
the number of the times that the lesser amount goes into the 
greater. I have gone through the process, quoth Boyton. 
I find that three hundred thonsand goes into twenly mil+ 
lions about sixty-six times. I find that sixty-six, multi- 
plied by eighty-eight, makes 5,808, and I therefore consider 
it sound to conclude, if arithmetic be, as Gil Blus consider- 
ed it, a science to be relied upon, that the whole tithe bur- 
.den affecting Catholic property in Ireland is 5,808!. Hear 
kenny,and Corbally of Meath, and Gormanstown. Fingal. Gan- 
non, Drake, Caddell, Dease, Taaffe, Cruise, Barnewell, and | 
twenty others of ditto; hear it O’Convell’s of Kerry; O’-

‘The mat- 
ter belongs not to man, it belongs to the rights of conscience, 
to abuse the sacred character of religious opinions; to make 
any man the victim of popular persecution or displeasure, or 
to unite religion and politics should be frowned upon by the 
American people. df they value their own peace, if they 
seek to perpetuate their liberal institutions, they owe to them- 
selves to resist any encroachments of fanaticism. On political 
topics we are one people, no matter what variety of religious 
sentiments we may have individuallyembraced.

Louis University,” and empowered to distinguish merit by literary honors and re- 
wards, and, generally, to have and enjoy all the powers, rights and privileges usually 
exercised by literary ‘Institutions of the same rank. It enjoys many other considera- 
ble advantages which recommend it tothe public. The umenity ant salubrity of its 
site on the heights of the City of St. Louis, removed from any occassion of dissipa- 
tion, ar* peculiarly favorable to the application of the Student, whilst its proximity 
to the Mississ ppi facilitates the means of communication with all the places situ- 
atedon its banks, avd on those ofits tributary streams. The Professors 
in number, are members of the Catholie Clergy, exclusively devoted to the education 
of youth in virtue and science, and spare no pains to improve the hea: ts and inform 
the minds of their pupils, They are aided in this undertaking by eight Assistant 
Tutors. 

PLAN OF INSTRUCTION. 

The course of instruction embraces bo'h a Mercantile and a Classical education, 
butso conducted, that the Stndent may apply himself to either or both of these, ac- 
cording to his destination, or the desire of his Parents. 

The MERCANTILE DEPARTMENT embraces Reading, Writing, the English and 
French Languages, Poetry, Rhetoric, History. Geography, Mythology, Book-Keep- 
ing, Arithmetic, Algebra, Geometry, the use of the Globes, Trigonometry, Mensur a- 
tion, and * urveying- 

"Phe CiassicAL DEPARTMENT, besides the above specified : w jects, comprises the 
Latin and Greek Languages, ‘Logic, Metaphysics, Moral and Natural Philosophy, 
and the higher branches of the Mathematics.

GENERAL REGULATIONS. 

‘The Scholastic year commences on the ist day of September, and ends on the 
Piet day of July, on which day a public Exhibition, anda Distribution of Premiums 
take place ;_and those who have finished their classical course, if found qualified, 
are admitted to the degree of A.B. A general Examination of all the classes is 
made on the days immediately preceding the Exhibition. The degree of A. M. will 
be given to students, who, after having completed their course, shall have devoted 
at least two years to some literaty pursuit. Other academiecal honors will be grant- 
ed to merit and distinction inthe learned professions. 

During the annual vacations, in Augus’, the students are allowed to visit their 
Parents, or to enjoy the amusements of the country, in the healthy neighborhood of 
the City of St. Louis. On the first Monday of every month, the different places ob- 
tained by the pnpils in their respective classes, are publicly announced, and medals 
and ribbands are given, as badges of distinction, to the most deserving in each 
class. The following day is a general recreation day, and so is every Thursday 
in the year; on these days the Students aré permitted to amuse themselves by walk- 
ing, fishing, bathing, &c, Hunting is ajlowed only duriug the vacations in August. 
The puptls, are, at all tumes, under the superintendence of one or more of the Pro- 
fessors. 

Every three months, Bulletins are sent to the Parents or Guardians,to inform them 
of the character, conduct, heaith, and proficiency of the ‘Boarders, Once a month 
the Students are allowed to visit thei! Parents, ii they jive in the city, or its vici- 
nity, but they must return before dark. 

An experienced Physician daily visits the University, to which is attached an ia- 
firmary, separated from the other bu Liings to promote quiet, and prevent the dan- 
ger of contagion. The sick are attended with the greatest punctuality and the most 
tender care. 

Violations of the established ¢iscipline of the University are repressed in a kind, 
parental manner; corporal punishurent 1s inflicted enly for grievous offences, aud by 
none but the President, or, in his avsence, by the Vice-President, Phose whio, 10 
spite of all efforts to correct them, prove retractory, and corrupted in ther morals, 
will be sent back to their Parent:, or Agents, 

‘The public exercises of Religion wre those of the Catholic Church; but pupils of 
all denominations are received, provided they be willug, for the sake of order and 
uoiformity, to assist at the public duties o1 divine sei vice and prayer with their 
companions, 

No Siudent is admitted under the age of 8 years, nor above that of 16, unless for 
special reasons ; and in allcasesat is required, that he bear a good mor character, 
and know how to write andie«ul his vernacular language.
